Wi i.K KSB a r r is, Pa., Feb. 4 .— The 
hearing of evidence for tho common­ 
wealth has been begun in tho Martin 
case. 
After the court ltad overruled a motion 
by the district attorney that the jury be 
tak< n to view the scene of the shooting 
at Lattimer Attorney MoGahren made 
the O p in in g address to the jury. He 
told them they wrould have to decide 
upon the rig h ts (if men to march peacea­ 
bly upon the public highway as well as 
upon the duties of tho sheriff. 
Ho ex­ 
plained tho different degrees of homi­ 
cide, and said if it was proven that any 
of tho deputies had threatened to kill 
the strik ers such should be convicted of 
murder in the first degree. The lawyer 
reviewed the movement* of the strikers 
on and before the night of tho affray, 
ann said it would be proven that when 
the deputies set out to intercept the 
marchers one of them remarked: 
• “I’ll bet I’ll drop six of the strikers.” 
Another said: “I hope we get a 
chance to take a pop at some of them;” 
and a third, Edward Turnback, said: 
“ VV hat does the sheriff mean by march­ 
ing us around iii this way all day with­ 
out giving us a chance to shoot?” 
After dwelling on the fact that the 
marching miners were unarmed; the at­ 
torney came dow’u to the meeting be­ 
tween the tw o bodies of men. 
He said 
the sheriff stopjied the strikers, ani, 
“without any words of explanation, 
drew’ his revolver aud placed it at the 
breast of the flagbearer, who threw up 
hi8 hands and jumped back. 
“Tile sheriff snapped his revolver, it 
filially exploded, and the man dropped. 
Then the shooting began and continued 
for some four or five minutes, some oi 
tho deputies emptying thrir guns. I 
will not say that all did. Some of the 
men were killed at a distance of 600 
feet from the road and nearly all wine 
shot in the back. 
“ We will prove to yon that 19 men 
were killed and 8 8 wounded. Joseph 
Costello, who went to aid the wounded, 
met a deputy named Hi ss, and wdien 
Costello, coming upon the dying man, 
said: ‘It is a shame; it is an outrage, 
Hess exclaimed: ‘lf you say another 
word J’ll treat you iii the same manner.* 
“ When we have proved these facts to 
you we shall say, and we shall expect 
his honor to say, that these men had a 
light to organize, a right to march and 
a right to use the public highway. We 
will then expect you to do your duty 
to vindicate these men and find the 
defendants guilty.” 
Andrew Hivar told what he knew of 
the shooting, as did John Mahala, presi­ 
dent of the Harwood union, who said 
the men wTere not armed. They started 
to march to Lattimer at the request of 
the Lattimer miners. 
At West Hazle­ 
ton they were ordered to stop by the 
sheriff. One of the deputies struck a 
striker, breaking his arm in two places. 
Burgess Jones remonstrated with tile 
s u i iff and said tho men had a right to 
march. 
* 
Tile sheriff and party then boarded a 
car and they resumed their march. 
Later, the sin riff Mocked their way aud 
the shooting follow! d. 
Rev. Carl Hauser testified that ho ex­ 
amined s< Vera I of the victims and found 
tht in snot in the back. 
Charles Guscott, who was teaching 
school near by, saw tile deputies alight

The striker* marched up five and six 
abreast and orderly. He could uot see 
that they had any w eapons. Tile sher­ 
iff advanced and the strikers crowded 
around him. He did not sec the i-horitf 
read any nape;.

A deputy ordered him 
back, and got away from the rest, 
whereupon lie w as ordered back under 
penalty of being shot too. Ile got back 
and a idiot w as heard. 
A moment later two more shots were 
fired, and then carne the volley, sound­ 
ing like a pick of big firecrackers ex­ 
ploding. 
The witness said that as soon 
as the volley was fired the strikers ran 
in all directions and a great many of 
them ran toward the schoolhouse, and 
that bet wt en the road and the school­ 
house lo fell men fell, struck down by 
shots fired after the volley. 
Witness 
saw’ a number of killed aud wounded 
men lying on the road, but could not say 
how’ many. 
He saw one man shot and 
killed while running at lull speed at a 
distance of KH yards from the road. 
The shooting continued for some two or 
three minutes. Tho witness did not see 
any of the deputies leave the line and 
run after the strikers to shoot them.

While it is not ix»si 
tively known, it is supposed that tho de­ 
cree applies only to Prussia and not tc 
all Germany, a considerable limitation 
The German ambassador knew noth­ 
ing directly of the decree, and con.

Kasson. 
The chief of Police of Stuttgart has 
warned dealers not to seU American 
dried fruit, claiming they are' tainted 
with metallic zinz. 
Two years ago this complaint was i 
made at Cologne, it being claimed that J 
Americans dried their fruit on 
tray* instead of wood, as did the Ger­ 
mans. A United State* consul visited 
an agricultural exposition then going on 
iii Germany, and reported that all of the 
fruit evaporators exhibited, about 14 in 
moldier, were fitted with the alleged 
harmful zinc tray*, which are' freely 
used in Germany. 
BERLIN, Feb, 4.—It is ammu neon that 
the bmndaerath (federal council), in 
plenary sitting, approved its commit­ 
tee's proposal that a dicree should be 
issued prohibiting the importation from 
America of live plants aud shrubs and 
packages containing the same.

the arguments,

The hearing was called at 2 :40 o’clock, 
and Mr. Shrader was represented by 


his counsel. 


The case was opened by Attorney 
Lones, who read the motion to dis­ 
charge the receiver, and introduced an 
affidavit from Mr. Shrader, in which he 
stated that the bridge company surren­ 
dered the bridge to him on Ju ly 14,1897, 
and that on Oct. 15. 1897, they gave him 
the right to collect tolls; that J. E. M c­ 
Donald had not been president of the 
bridge company since Oct. 8, and the 
property covered by mortgage was not 
sufficient to redeem the outstanding 
bonds; that the Union Trust company 
told him to take possession of the 
bridge, arid that 1,585 feet of it and all 
piers were in West Virginia, while only 
IOO feet, exclusive of approaches, were 
in Ohio. 
He had received no notice of 
the appointment of a receiver. 


An affidavit from E. D. Marshall said 
that the bridge company last Ju ly were 
in default and unable to pay their em­ 
ployes or interest, and Mr. Shrader took 
possession. 
This closed the case for the 
plaintiff. 
Attorney H ill introduced an affidavit 
from J . E. McDonald in which he stated 
that the bridge had never been turned 
over to Mr. Shrader, and the East Liver­ 
pool Bridge company owed over $200,000 
and were insolvent and the tolls col­ 
lected were not sufficient to pay the in­ 
terest on the bonds. 
An affidavit from James Allison had 
an East 
Liverpool 
Bridge company 
ticket attached, and said he had pur­ 
chased the ticket in December 1897. 
A telegram from W . G. Jntte was 
read. 
It stated that James H. McKee- 
ban, of the Union Trust company, did 
not authorise John Shrader to represent 
them in the matter. 
Mr. Shrader was sworn, and stated 
that he had nsed the tickets of the 
bridge company because they were all he 
had. 
Judge Billingsley asked him if he had 
a conference with the Union Trust com­ 
pany. 
Attorney Lones objected to the 
question.aud Judge Billingsley explained 
that they expected to show by the w it­ 
ness that he had endeavored to get per­ 
mission from the Trust company to act 
for them. 
The question was admitted, 
and M r. Shrader said he had a confer­ 
ence with the Trust company on Mon­ 
day, but did not go to see them for the 
purpose of getting authority to act for 
them. 
Attorney Lones then began his argu­ 
ment, and held that Shrader had a right 
to (he bridge under the mortgages, and 
quoted numerous decisions on the sub­ 
ject. 
He was interrupted by Judge 
Sm ith who said the question in his mind 
was whether a title could be conveyed 
in this manner. 
Jndge Billingsley said they did not 
dispute the conditions of the mortgage, 
but he did not concede that it was a 
valid mortgage. 
Attorney Lones proceeded with his 
argument, aud said there was no law by 
which the contract could be set aside. 
That the First National bank should 
have filed a creditor’s bill before Mr. 
Shrader took possession and then the 
question might be different. 
He then 
began to qnote decisions on mortgages, 
but Judge Billingsley stated that there 
would be no dispute as to the claim in 
regard to the law on mortgages.

Where a receiver gets posses­

"Mr. Shrader is in possession by reason 
of the fact that he disobeyed the order of 
the court. This order of the court was 
one that should have been obeyed no 
matter how iroprovidentially It was 
made. The authority of court must be 
respected. 
He now asks the aid of

The hearing was called at 2 :40o’clock, 
and Mr. Shrader was represented by 
Mr. bones, while Receiver Owens had 
Judge Billingsley and Attorney Hill for 
his counsel. 
The case was opened by Attorney 
Lone*, who read the motion to dis­ 
charge the receiver, and introduced an 
affidavit from Mr. Shrader, in which he 
stated that the bridge company surren­ 
dered the bridge to him on July 14, 1897, 
and that on Oct. 15.1897, they gave him 
the right to collect tolls; that J. E. Mc­ 
Donald had not been president of the 
bridge company since Get. 8, and the 
property covered by mortgage was not 
sufficient to redeem the outstanding 
bonds; that the Union Trust company 
told him to take possession of the 
bridge, and that I,.‘185 feet of it and all 
piers were in West Virginia, while only 
IOO feet, exclusive of approaches, were 
in Ohio. 
He had received no notice of 
the appointment of a receiver. 
An affidavit from E. D. Marshall said 
that the bridge company last July were 
to default and unable to pay their em­ 
ployes or interest, and Mr. Shrader took 
possession. This closed the case for the 
plaintiff. 
Attorney Hill introduced an affidavit 
from J. E. McDonald in which he stated 
that the bridge had never been turned 
over to Mr. Shrader, and the East Liver 
pool Bridge company owed over $200,000 
Pud were insolvent and the tolls col­ 
lected were not sufficient to pay the In­ 
terest on the bonds. 
An affidavit from James Allison had 
aa East Liverpool Bridge company 
ticket attached, and said he had pur­ 
chased the ticket in December 1897.

Attorney bones objected to the 
question.aud Judge Billingsley explained 
that they ex (Ma ted to show by the wit 
ness that he had endeavored to get per 
mission from the Trust company to art 
for them. The question was admitted, 
and Mr. Shrader said he had a confer­ 
ence with the Trust company on Mon­ 
day, but did not go to see them for the 
purpose of getting authority to act for 
them. 
Attorney bones then began bis argu­ 
ment, and held that Shrader had a right 
to the bridge under the mortgages, and 
quoted numerous decisions on the sub­ 
ject. 
He was interrupted by Judge 
Smith who said the question in his mind 
was whether a title ooold be conveyed 
in this manner. 
Judge Billingsley said they did not 
dispute the conditions of the mortgage, 
but he did not concede that it was a 
valid mortgage. 
Attorney bones proceeded with his 
argument, and said there was no law by 
which the contract coaid be set aside. 
That the First National bank should 
have flied a creditor’s bill before Mr. 
Shrader took possession and then the 
question might be different.
